Medical Officer's Report for 1955

Mr, Chairman and Gentlcnen, 


The following is the Report of your District Medical 
Officer of Health for tho year 1955. 


Populations The population of the Urban District as estimated 
by the Registrar General at 30th Junc, 1955 was 1,830. 


Housings (a) Overcrowling. There are no known cases of 
overcrowding. 


(b) Unfit houses. Closing Orders wero made in respect 
of two houses which were considered to be incapable of being 
remered fit for habitation. The Council's proposals for dealing 
with unfit houses under Section 1 of the Housing Repairs and Rents 
Act, 1954, were approved by the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Governnecnte 


(c) General, The ercction of 14 houses at Pontfacn 

site was complcoted and the houses became occupied during the ycar,. 
The Council entered into a Contract for the crection of a furthor 
11 houses at this site. One house ws built by a priva to owner 
during the year. 

Two grants amounting to £199 were made for the improvonent 
of dwellings under the Housing Acb, 1949. 

A playing ficld was provided for the use of children at the 
Pontfaen and Fronhir housing estates. 


Ironsporte There has been a further curtailment of local notor 
Services and it is fearcd that this diminution of such facilities 
will have an injurious affect on the rural locality. 


Schoolgse The conditions at both the Secondary Modern School and 
the Primary School are satisfactory. 


Water Supply. An automatic control of the electrically driven 

pump has boon installed at the Wator Pumping Stations this is cxpected 
to be more cfficicnt than the manually operated systems The piped 
supplies continue to be satisfactory both as to quality and quantity. 


Seworage and Sewage Disposal. Mcasures teken for the protection of 
the main sewer which ws ondangercd as a result of river crosion have 
proved to be cffectives An agreenent was mado allowing laboratory 
efflucnt to discharge into the scwor. The provision of an additional 
sludge bed at the Sewage Works has been of bencfite 
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Refuse Collection and Disposal. House and trade refuse was 
regularly collected and disposed of by incineration. A new 
engine for operating the fan providing draught for the furnace 
was installed and residual clinker was utilised for filling. 


Public Convenicnces. New public lavatorics have been provided 
at the car park and alterations have bccn made to the wonen's 
section of the convenicnces in Station Road. The conveniences 
are kept clean and in good condition, 


Marketse The Livestock Market continucs to attract animals for 
sale in increasing numbors and the cloaning of the yard is a matter 
which necossitates the attention given to ite 


Slaughterhousee. The local butchers operating the slaughterhouse 

on behalf of the Council have only occasionally used the premises 

for the slaughter of aninals,proforring to purchase meat from the 

wholesalers. Such animals as wore brought in for slaughtcr were 
of first rate quality. 


Recreation Groundse Two hard tennis courts were constructed on 
land adjacent to Bowling Green Lane and further azocas of land wore 
purchased for the extension of the grounds at Bryney-Castoil, 


Allotmentss The number of vacant and uncultivated allotment 
gardens having increased considcration was being given to a 
re=arrangement of the tenanted plots to allow of the letting of 
the surplus land in one picco. 


Medical Officer of Health. The services of Dr. GA. Ballance as 
Medical Officer of Health wore extended to 31st Decombor, 1956. 


Infcctious Discasc, (a) Notification, Thore wre 10 cases of 
infectious disease notificd viz Whooping Cough 43 Measles 33 
Meningococcal infcction isDysentcry 1sTuberculosis le 

(b) Tuberculosis. Ono case of pulmomry 
tuberculosis was notified and two cases were removed from the 
Tuberculosis register. 


Births, 28 births were reported; 17 male and 11 female. 


Deaths, There were 18 deaths; 10 mic and 8 fcmlc.
